Stokes Has Ordeal on Witness Stand.

FIRST TRIP OF CAPTAIN 


BULLETIN. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 8,1 a.m.—A wire- 
less message direct from the Point Arguello 
life station, where the Santa Rosa was 
wrecked, indicates that the logs of life prob- 
ably was much smaller than first advices 
reported The Point Arguello operator says 
life savers succeeded in rescuing all except 
ten or twelve of those lost overboard from 
the capsized boats. 

The vessel owners sent to this city an early 
morning message that those drowned were 
apparently members of the crew. This in- 
formation conflicts with the news at hand 
from Santa Barbara. 


REPORT GREAT DISASTER. . 
Santa Barbara, Cal., July 17,—(Special.}—- 
It is reported that only eighty-fivetet the 
235 persons aboard the steamer Sante Ross 
were reseued following the wreck of that 
vessel off Point Arquelia today. 

Of the 2U0 persons still aboard the ves- 
sel it is feared few if any will be rescued. 
The vessel, which went aground early this 
morning, tonight was broken in two amié- 
ships by the heavy surf. The gigantic waves 
prevented rescue by the crews of other ves 
sels which are standing by. 

Many Drown from Lifeboats, 
Between thirty and forty persons, most of 
them passengers, lost their ives when three 
life boats in which they left the doomed 
vessel capsized. 

In the lifeboats they left the ship, plunged 
into the roaring surf, and in a moment were 
in the water, their craft having capsized. 
The Hves of some were pounded out againg§ 
the rocks, while others sank to the bottom. 
Several bodies were washed ashore. 

The second mate and two seamen of the 
schooner Helen P. Drew were drowned while 
attempting to take a life line toe the Sante 
Rosa. 

The Drew and the schooner Centraila had 
been standing by the Santa Rosa aii day. 
The Santa Rosa was going from San Fran- 
cisco to San Diego. It was commended 
by Capt. J. O. Faria, who was making his 
maiden trip as a commander. It belonged 
to the Pacific Coast Steamship line. 

High Seas Replace Calm. 

The fate of those aboard the steamer was 
sealed late this afternoon when « rising 
wind etirred a high sea and forced the aban- 
donmment of efforts to transfer the passen- 
gers to the schooner Centralia, which, with 
the schooner Helen P. Drew, had made ef- 
forts to float the Santa Rosa. 

Up to that time there was to apprehes- 
sion of danger among officers and crew of 
the stranded vessel. It was thought it could 
be floated. In fact, Capt. Faria, the com- 
mander of the Santa Rosa, answered wire- 
less queries with the statement thet the 
ship apparently was lying eaaily. 


Forced to Desperate Efforts, 

By nightfall it became certain that des 
perate efforts would be necéssary to save 
any of the ship's company. 

Early in the day the Centralia and the 
Helen P. Drew had passed hawsers to the 
Santa Rosa, but the rising wind was too 
strong for their limited horse power, and at 
dusk the Santa Rosa swung broadside to the 
breakers. 

Immediately itt began to break up. The 
crash of breaking timbers and overstrained 
steel could be heard by the wireless men ot 
Point Arguelio. 

First Lifeboat Sinks Quickly. 

The first lifeboat was launched at dark, 
after every effort had been made to establish 
beat comimunication with the Centralia. 
The shore line lay only 300 feet from the 
broken ship, but the life boat could not 
make it. It bobbed like « cork on the crest 
of the breakers and the next instant wae 


crew. All were dashed to death againat the 
rocks or drowned. |

There were about nimeteen persons in the 
boat. Fifteen managed to reach shore alive, 
battered and most of them unconeecfSus. 

A third lifeboat then was swung out, but

Scene of Wreck Bleak.

nearer than this station. 
The Shriner train wreck in May, 1907, oc- 
curred within a few bundred yards of the 
\point where the San Rosa struck. :

Sailed South from Frisco. 

The Santa Rosa left San Francisco yes- 
terday for San Diego and way points with 
178 first class passengers and twenty-seven 
second class cabin. It was commanded by 
Capt. J. O. Faria, who had relieved Capt. 
Alexander. It was Faria’s. first trip in 
charge of a steamer. 

The first news of the disaster was received 
by the wireless station at Point Arquella. 
near which the Santa Rosa struck. This 
message came from the operator aboard the 
Santa Rosa. In it Capt. Faria said the posi- 
tion of his vessel was not dangerous. It 
then was lying on the sandy beach. Capt. 
Warila was so certain, of the safety of the 
gteamer that he made mo effort to land his 


. passengers. 


Night of Wreck Clear. 

The men. at the wireless station at Point 
Arguella said the night was not foggy and 
they are at a loss to account for the mishap 

Despite the assurances of Capt. Faria that 
his ship was safe, two vessels, the Centralia 
end the Helen P. Drew, were sent to the 
scene. When they arrived hawsers were 
attached to the Santa Rosa and it was 
thought the vessel could be refloated at high 
tide. 

Later, however, the sea became higher and 
when it became apparent that the Santa Rosa 
was going to pieces it was decided to attempt 
to transfer the passengers and crew to the 
other vessels. 

San ‘Francisco Hears of Disaster. 

San Francisco, Cal, July 7.—A dispatch

The Santa Rosa was an iron vessel of 2,417 
fens, 326 feet long, and was built in Phila- 
Gelphia in 1884 for the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company. This company also owned the 
steanfer Spokane, which went on the rocks in 
Seymour straits last week.

The election commissioners gave a sixty 
day leave of absence without pay, yesterday 
to forty-eight of their “ extra ’’ employés. 

By a queer coincidence THE TRIBUNE rep- 
resentative started an investigation yester- 
day of the board’s payroll. Members of the 
board said they had not heard ofthat inquiry 
when they decided to act. The roll was two 
and one-third times its usual length at this 
season in the year. 

The first seven months of the present board 
shows twice as many employés as were used 
in the same period during the last five years. 
It is said by old employés that the board's 
salary roll is larger than ever before in the 
history of the election commissioners. 


“Unusual Condition’ Pleaded. 

The commissioners plead in justification of 
the enormous number of employés the al- 
leged unusual conditions surrounding the 
mayoralty primary and election, together 
with preparations for a possible special eleo- 
tion to legalize the bridge bond issue and 
for expected redistricting of the city into 
Wards. 

The average number of names on the pay 
roll for the last seven months has been 198, 
as against 86 for the same seven months of 
1909 and 1910. Last year in May and June the 
board was able to attend to all its business 
with fewer than 60 employés. During the 
last two months the number has varied from 
92 to 139. 

Of course, the larger number were attached 
to the pay roll on June 30 and July 1 because 
thereby they would slip under the protection 
of civil service without an examination. On 
June 15 last the board had 92 employés, and 
47 more were added before the end of the 
month. That short employment, by reason of 
the operation of the civil service act, proved 
that these 47 are competent and efficient, and 
cannot be removed from the eligible list ex- 
cept by civi! service trial. 


Expected Special Election. 
“These extra men were actually needed,”’ 
explained members of the board, “ because 
we were advised that a special election on 
the bridge bonds would be called and because 
we also were told that the council elections 
committee would redistriet the city. 
Members of the election committee said they 
had decided a month ago that the redistricting 
should not become effective until after the 
November election. It has also been cur- 
rently reported for more than a week that 
no special election for the bridge bonds would 
be asked before the latter part of August, 
and perhaps not at all.

It had been hoped by 
sehators who will be candidates for reélec- 
tion that the investigation into the charges 
against the title of the Illinois boss tr the 
seat he occupies would be completed before 
the adjournment this summer. 
it is the expectation that the committee, as 

a result of the thorough inquiry it has begun, 
will present a unanimous report, either fully 
exonerating Mr. Lorimer or holding that he 
should be exciuced from the senate chamber. 
No fight on the floor in connection with the 
committee's findings will take place, it is 
asserted, if e unanimous verdict be reached 


Time Needed by Lorimer Counsel. 
Taking this view of the matter, it was be- 
Meved the Lorimer case would be disposed 
of this summer. The investigating commit- 
tee, however. found it necessary to give its 
counsel, John H. Marble and J@hn J. Healy, 
an opportunity *o prepare for the examina- 
, tion of witnesses and to run down certain 
clews which had been furnished by persons 
anxious the truth should be established. 

For this work the recess of ten days is all 
too short. When the committee reassembies 
next Thursday it will have enough witnesses 
in WaShington, it is believed, to keep it oc- 
cupied for at least two weeks. This will 
take it up to about Aug. 1, 

Then the committee proposes to go to Chi- 
cago, Springfield, and other points. it can- 
not, even observing the vimost expedition. 
get through its labors under a month or 
six weeks. By that time, if the congressional 
leaders are to be believed, congress will have 
adjourned. This means the committee will 
not make its report to the senate until the 
beginning of the regular session in December. 


Program of Senate Leaders May Fail. 

There is a possibility the program of the 
senate leacers may fail and that congress 
will remain in session longer than they de- 
sire. ‘'t is purpored to urge that the Cana- 
éiem reciprocity bill be passed without 
aimendment about July 24 and that votes be 
immediately taken on the farmers free list 
bill and the wool bill. 

The progressive Republicans are not de- 
laying action on reciprocity. They propose 
to explain why tbey are opposed to it and 
then assent to a vote. But they want to 
perfect the free Ifst and woo). measures be- { 
fore they are disposed of. 
Senator La Follette, for instance. is prepar- § 

g a wool bill which wil! be offered as a 
gubstitute for the house measure..This pro- 
posal will be approved by the progressives, 
and they intend to discuss it to show how 
much superior it is to the house bill. 

If sincerity really underlies the plans of 
the progressives and Democrats to revise the 
woo! duties, then it may be expected con- 
gress will be Kept in session longer than the 
leaders expect ‘or desire. A combination of 
progressives and Democrats can pass a wool 
bill, but it -will be extremely difficult to get 

them to agree. 


‘Difficult to Hold Senators Together. 


Republicans against extended debate, can 
be effective. In the senate a unanimous 
agreement can bring a voie; but py forcing 
day and night sessions and compelling sen- 
ators w speak it is possible to compel ac- 
tion. The difficulty of such tactics lies in 
the necessity of keeping the full strength of 
the genmate here, and in hot weather this 
is practically impossible.

The recent action of the interstate 
commerce commissfon in refusing the rall- 
ways the right to advance their rates was 
based almost entirely on the evidence given 
at the hearing, that if the rallway business 
were conducted as economically aa could 
reasonably be expected no increase in rates 
would be necessary. 

"The railways naturally contradict the evi- 
dence produced tn the case. Nevertheless, 
since the decision of the interstate commerce 
commiseion there have been organized on 
many roads efficiency committees, and meth- 
ods have been put into operation to econo- 
mize and increase the efficiency of railway 
operation to the greatest possible extent/”
